More than three million ex- 


service men will lose, probably 


forever, thei rights to Govern 
ment insurance benefits unless 


they take action on this matter 


before July 2, 1927. This 
date has been set by Congress 
as the last day on which veter- 
ans may reinstate and convert 
their war time insurance, 

During the World War the 
U. S. Government insured at a 
very low vate, nearly five mill- 
ion men and women in the 
armed forees of the country. 
It is surprising that the vet- 
evans today are so indifferent 
to insurance and apparently 
unwilling to make the slight 
effort which will enable them 
{o protect their families by 
reinstating and converting 
their policies before it is too 
late, 

Veterans in good health may 
reinstate by paying two month 
ly premiums while those not in 
good health may reinstate by 
paying all back premiums with 
interest at 5 per cent provided 
their disabilities «are service 
connected and not rated as 
permanent and total. Vet- 
evans not financially able to 
pay back premiums may have 
ame charged as a loan 
against the face of the policy. 

The Government is offering 
ix permanent forms of  in- 
urance. They are Ordinary 
Life, Twenty-Payment Life, 
Thirty-Payment Life, Twenty- 
Year Endowment, Thirty-Year 
Endowment and Endowment 
Payable at 62. Those forms 
ave all standard forms of the 
same general types supplied 
by private insurance  com- 
panies at much lower rate of 
premium. 

Unele Sam is also offering 
anew level premium term 
policy which may be carried 
for five years, at the end of 
which time it must be charged 
to one of the six forms of per- 
manent insurance. The five 
vear term policy actually cost 
less than present term insur- 
ance, because its slightly 
higher premiums are offset by 
dividends. It has, of course, 
the disadvantage that when 
conversion is made to a per- 
mament policy later, the buyer 
must pay the premium for his 
increased age when the con- 
version is made. 

Holders of these forms of 
policies are entitled to divid- 
ends each year. At any time 
after the first year they may 
obtain in cash a substantial 
percentage of all the money 
they have paid in as premiums 
if they wish to surrender their 
policies. At any time after 
the first year, likewise, if they 
stop paying premiums, Uncle 
Sam will keep their policies in 
effect for a definite period. 
if they become totally and per- 
manetly disabled, Unele Sam 
will start paying the insurance 
to them immediately in month- 
ly payments. These and other 
advantages make the Govern- 
ment policies as attractive as 
any offered. 

The U. S. Veterans Bureau, 
Birmingham, Alabama, will 
send to any ex-service man the 
necessary forms for making 
application, booklets of infor- 
mation with rates and all de- 
tails relative upon request. 

Directors of the Manchester

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FIRST ARTICLE OF W. M. BRUN.- 
SON CONCERNING GAME 
AND FISH, 

Luis week | promised to write a 
few short articles “upon the conser- 
vation of our fish and game, and this 
the first article, will deal with the 
subject as a whole, and in other 
articles, L will take up single subjects 
for discussion, I hope to write about 
five or six articles. hy by 

Many of us can remember when 
the woods were filled with all kind 
of game, squirrels, quails, turkeys, 


and deer were abundant in every Gat 
section, The deer disappeared from 2 
this County many years ago, possi- 
bly the last ones were destroyed about 
twenty. or twenty five years ago. j : 
Wild turkeys are still to be found in a We 
our County, but there are possibly 
not more than twenty five in the 
County at the present time. Up to 
twenty five years ago, it was possi- 
hle to locate turkeys in many sec- 
tions of the County, ‘ 
Our streams were full of fish 20 ma 
or 30 years ago, while at the pres- 
ent time one can hardly catch a fish 
in our streams. Our fish have been 
eradually decreasing during the last t 
25 years, and the supply is practical- 
ly exhausted at the present time. 
A question that naturally comes to 
your mind is whether or not it is pos- 
sible for us to help in bringing back 
our fish and game as they were 25 
years avo, and in answer to this ques- 
tion [ wish to say that it is possible 
for us to be of great assistance in re- 
storing these natural resources. The 


state of Pennsylvania, which is about P 

the size of the state of Alabama and 

which has about five times as many 

people as our state, has streams and 

woods simply full of fish and game, 

and this is directly traceable to the ‘ 

conservation laws of that State. : 
We are neglecting many import- 

ant things which would be of great 

help in restoring wild life and fish 

in our section. We are not doing so 

intentionally, but simply because we 

have not made a study of the ques- 

tion. The result is that we are per- 

mitting our streams to remain de- 

pleted, and our game supply exhaust- 

ed, and the question which naturally 

comes to us next is whether or not 

there isa remedy. I think the re- 

medy lies in the proper instructions 

and education of our people along 

the line of conservation. Stringent 

laws will help in a matter of this 

kind, but edueating our people and 

securing their sympathy and cooper- 

ation will be worth much more to us
